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Break Highway Deadlock 
(Long Beach Press-Telegram ) 


Californians who appreciate the value of 
good roads as a factor in state development 
are endeavoring to find a way out of the pre- 
dicament created by the rejection by the vot- 
ers last November 2 of two propositions for 
financing further construction. 

Suggestion has been made that the legisla- 
ture, which convenes in January, pass the 
gasoline tax increase proposal which suffered 
defeat at the polls because of sectional differ- 
ences. This remedy is offered by northern in- 
terests, and is coupled with an expressed pur- 
pose to meet southern objections by specifying 
the routes upon which the money thus raised 
shall be expended. Based upon the existing 
apportionment of legislative strength, the leg- 
islature probably would have votes sufficient 
to put over the 3-cent gasoline tax without con- 
sulting those localities from which the strong- 
est opposition came on election day. Nor is it 
probable that a northern governor would veto 
such a bill. The disposition, however, seems 
to be to bring forward a measure which will 
satisfy both the north and the south, and pre- 
vent an indefinite continuation of the deatilock 
which has threatened to block state progress. 

Another proposition which has been less 
enthusiastically received also comes from the 
north, and that is for the issuance of $50,000.- 
000 in bonds, to be carried by the existing 
gasoline tax of two cents, these bonds to be 
available for highway extension and recon- 
struction during the next three or four years.

Self Expression 
(Pomona Bulletin) 


One of the theories entertained in these 
days is that people must be given a free chance 
to ‘‘express themselves.’’ If a boy does some 
lawless and disobedient thing some of these 
people would say that he was °°’ merely express- 
ing his nature."’ They would argue that he 
must be given a chance to let his own nature 
work itself out, and that repression will only 
increase the force of revolt within him. 

This theory sounds rather ‘plausible, yet it 
does not seem to work well. We have had for 
some years what is called a ‘‘erime wave.”’ Al! 
over the country we are having deeds of vio- 
lence, and thefts and robberies and holdups 
are common. 

The young men and boys who are perpetrat- 
ing these acts are merely expressing them- 
selves, translating into actions their mean and 
dishonorable thoughts. They have had too 
free rein for self expression. 

What these persons needed at an early age 
was a firm governing hand, that should have 
demonstrated to them that wrongdoing brings 
prompt punishment. Their eutbreaks would 
appear to be a direct result of the lack of 
strong parental authority. This authority 
should be reasonable, and every penalty should 
be justly proportioned to the offense. ~But 
these crimes have been. the result of allowing 
young people to think that they could break 
the rules of school and community and “‘get 
away with it.”’ 

If you can tide young people over a certain 
age when they tend ‘to revolt from authority, 
they almost always settle down and become 
steady workers. But at the age of immaturity 
they have not the judgment that is needed to 
regulate self expression. They often have too 
many cagrant and unworthy impulses which, 
if freely expressed, will get them into trouble.
